But Hopes for an Amicable Under- 
standing—No Alarm Now Over 
Increase of Our Navy. 


Baron Yoshiro Saketani, one of Jap- 
an’s foremost economists, former Mayor 
of Tokio, and a delegate to the recent 
Economic Conference of the Allies in 
Paria, said in an interview yesterday at 
the Hotel Astor. that one of the world's 
biggest economic questions to be settled 
after the war was the status of Jap- 
aneése in thé United States. 

The Baron. referred to ‘the “ justice 
and necessity ” of the repeal-of. Ameri- 
can laws ‘regarded by the Japanese as 
discriminating against them. He thought 
this énd would ‘be obtained by péaceful 
means—through.a common. understand- 
ing of the two peoples of the ideals 
and purposes of the! other. He. said -the 
Japanese desired nothing of the Wnited 
States except the wk eee ac- 
corded. to other civilized peop! Hay 
called “unjust and unten’ i ee la 
which differentiates Japatiese ‘from the 
citizens of other foreign dotgtries. 

He said America had pfofited’ by 
Japan's patrol. of the Far Haatern wa- 
ters, and that the. United States ‘would 
gain much by Japan’s maintaining’ the 
‘copen door”’-into China, which, he. pit 


r forward as the sole aim of Tokio’s par- 


ticipation in the affairs of China, 

The Baron is on his way home frém 
the Paris conference. He arrived: here 
Sunday, and will spend two weeks /in 
New York, after which he-will.go tof 
Vancouver to sail for Japan; It is his 
third visit ‘to New York. ~ 

He said: the friendship of. the .Jap- 
anese. and Americans was traditional, 
and that it would always continue, pro- 
vided the two peoples understood ‘one 
another perfectly, ‘and he referred.to the 
agencies of the Japanese Society in this 
country and of -the America’s Friends 
Society in Japan as important factors 
in bringing about a complete mutual un- 
derstanding.

Beth Navies for Defense. 

“ When any great power begins to in- 
crease its armament on a sudden and’ 
gigantic scale,” he satd, “it is a mat- 
ter of great concern to other powers to 
know the motive. Because of the loca- 
tion. of the United States, protected by 
wide oceans, Japan saw no direct neces- 
sity for America’s great new naval ‘pro- 
gram. It might have led our people 
to study the motive of your country. 
But the friendship of the two. peoples 
is traditional. It was Tight, it is right, 
that this fmendship should accomplish 
good. Japan, ‘too, is building for its 
navy. Now,.when both sides understand 
that the other’s greater navy is for de- 
fensive purposes, the concern ‘of the 
other for the motive back of: the in- 
crease ceases to be a concern.”

to Greece, is going to a conference with 
the Entente Allied authorities there in 
an endeavor. to arrange another solu- 
tion of the situation. 

The general belief in Athens, how- 
ever, is that the visit of M. Venizelos 
ig connected with an insurrection. 

Following the departure of M. Veni- 
zelos a general exodus of his adherents 
began. Former Deputies and former 
Ministers of the Liberal Party, army 
officers and government officials are 
leaving. Athens as rapidly as they can 
obtain: transportation. In addition to 
Rear Admiral: Paul Condouriotis, former 
Minister of Marine, General Miliotis ac.

Integrity .of Greece..and Loan for 
Equipment and Remobilization. 


ATHENS, Sept. 25, (via London, Sept. 
26.)—The:French press of Athens; which 
for the last month has been ‘sharply 
assailing King Constantine ahd ficuting 
every suggestion that hé could honestly 


tente Allies, is silent this morning. The 


entire’ ~Greco-Entente’ situation ‘has 
changed ‘overnight and it is reported 
that theentry of Greece into the. war 
has suddenly become a mere question 
of days on the terms King Constantine 
indicated to The Associated Press Aug. 
81, namely, a guarantee of the mtegrity 
of Greece and a loan sufficient to equip 
the army and cover the -cost of re- 
mobilization. 

The coldness of the diplomats, the in- 
difference of their Governments and the 
bitterness of the press of the Entente 
powers. was due to a suspicion. of ‘the 
sincerity of King Constantine’s desire 
to enter the war, which was on 
a private conversation between the 
King and an Entente diplomat almost a 
month ago and which the Entente Gov- 
ernments are said io have insisted on 
regarding as revealing the true atti- 
tude of the monarch, despite repeated 
official and unofficial assurances to 
the - contrary. 

The publication of the King’s declara- 
tion to The Associated Press first open- 
ed the eyes of the Entente representa- 
tives to the possibility that they might 
be misjudging King Constantine, and 
finally led to franker explanations which 
cleared up the whole situation. The re- 
iterated offers of the present Cabinet 
to reorganize itself to meet the desires 
of the. Entente by dropping any unac- 
ceptable members who might indi- 
cated, to which the Entente Govern- 
ments merely failed to reply, is said at 
last to be considered as an earnest

16, according to reports received by

ing the reported annihilation of the 


hua, garrisons. 

A Mexican who was a prisoner in the 
Chihuahua City Penitentiary when Vil- 
listas captured the place is authority 
for the statement that Villa liberated 
308 prisoners, two of whom he shot. 
The rest were lmed up before him at 
Las Hscobas and permitted to choose 
between joining him and returning to 
Chihuahua City. Only thirty-six re- 
turned, says this Mexican. He was 
among them. He arrived in Juarez 
yesterday. He professes to have seen 
Villa, who walks with a slight limp, 
but who seems as robust as ever, At 
military headquarters today it was 
stated that available information indi- 
cated Villa_Was preparing to make an- 
other attack on Chihuahua City. 

American passengers who arrived in 
Juarez today from Chihuabua City re-

GERALD and the other labor leaders 
who have been trying to make trouble 
in this city for some days would do 
well to remember that the Lord 
helps those who help themselves. Few 
unions, very. few individual members 
of unions are disposed to help them. 
They have appealed for a . general 
strike, they have said that they were 
going to take the city by the throat, 
they have talked about starving the 
public into submission. Union after 
union declines to come to their as- 
sistance, and it is a fact authenticat- 
ed by diligent inquiry that in cases 
where men have appeared to be ready 
to go out, fear; not sympathy with 
the traction strikers, wa& the im- 
pelling motive. In unions ruled _by 
the tyranny of labor leaders the men 
are sometimes afraid not to strike. 
The overwhelming temper of organ- 
ized 4abor of the city is against giving 
i up-well-paid jobs and breaking con- 
tracts. Of course nobody is deceived 
by the pretense that the workers as- 
sociated in the United Hebrew Trades 
are going to join in a sympathy strike. 
The two-day Jewish holiday begins 
at sunset today. There will be a 
cessation of work in those trades 
without reference to the appeal for a 
general strike. 

Nobedy is willing even to extend 





a helping hand to get BouM, FRAYNB, 
land FirzGERALD out of the unpleas- 
Fake situation where defeat stares 
|them in the face. The State Indus- 
| trial Commission feels that further 
| hearings on strike issues would be 
fruitless, The Mayor and Chairman 
Straus exhausted their resources in 
an effort to bring about a settlement, 
they can do no more. Their final 
word was spoken when they de- 
nounced the surface railroad strike as 
unreasonable and warned the mén en- 
gaged in the conspiracy to bring about 
a general strike that they were tread- 
ing a dangerous path.’ For these men 
the only. way of safety is the path of 
retreat. The only rational and pru- 
dent course is for them to call all 
strikes off and desist from their ef- 
forts.

NO RAY OF LIGHT. 

The entry of the British and French 
into Combles was not a more ominous 
sign for Germany than the false bul- 
letins behind which she concealed the 
failure of the attempt to smash into 
the Dobrudja, or the great efforts she 
is making to mask the languid re- 
sponse to the appeal for a war loan. 
The last week has been an ominous 
week for Germany, a bitter week to 
those who are directing her exhaust- 
ing fight against the inevitable. Her 
military effort has been a defensive on 
the west, with a smashing blow in the 
east. The eastern blow failed to smash 
anything, and a few days later her de- 
fensive in the west suffered another 
disaster. Meanwhile HINDENBURQ’S cry 
that he could not fight without money 
has met with such a responsd that the 
effort in Berlin is directed as much 
toward the concealment of the re- 
sponse as toward the incitement of it. 

HINDENBURG intended to hold the 
British and French stationary while he 
shattered the Russian«Rumanian ‘line 
and. got. in Jts rear. -.MACKENSEN 
struck hard in the Dobrudja, with mo- 
méntary success, but the Russians and 
Rumanians now hold him stationary, 
and their forces increase daily, The 
moment when the smaghing: tactics, so 
often. successful, could win another 
victory, went by when MACKENSEN was 
stopped and forcéd to stand in the Do- 
brudja. The highest recognition of 
this failure was the German attempt to 
conceal it, the false bulletins from 
headquarters which announced it as a 
success. ‘The German billetins used to 
be truthful. But a paralyzing disap- 
pointment and. a great’ fear have 
forced: Berlin to resort to the subter- 
fuges of Sofia and Constantinople. 

Close.on the heels of this disaster— 
for, as it is the failure. of Hinpex- 
Bunge plam of campaign, it is nothing | 
less, even should MACKENSEN win some

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aut of a rock. that had made impassa- 
ble the road to, Bapaume or to Pe- 
ronne. . The offensive. failed, the de- 
fensive is broken into again; failure 
to strike the blow in. the east, fallure 
toward off the blow in the west...

There have been other loans, and Ger-' 


many has always announced the suc- 
cessive stages of their raising, the 
totals subscribed, because she had no 
object in concealing them; they were 
for her an object of pride. Now-all 
she will give out is the amount of the 
largest contributions; the world is 
kept-in the dark about the response of 
the people. Instead, in Germany itself 
the. loan {is an object of doubt, and 
even, it seems, of hostility, for the 
Government, silent.-on. the totals, is 
voluble in “counteracting certain ru- 
“mors calculated to influence unfa- 
“ vorably.the war loan” and “ stimu- 
“lating enthusiasm among the pub- 
“lic.” ‘Secretary. HELFFERICH Makes 
speeches combating the argument that 
“ subscribing to the war loan length- 
ens the war,” and calls it “ infamous,” 
“lying,” and “treasonable” to say 
such things. Who is saying. them? 
And why does the Cologne Gazette 
plead with small investors not to hang 
back, and belittle the large .subscrip- 
tions of the few, which are: the only 
subscriptions the Government does not 
conceal? Meanwhile the German press 
clamors for the modification of the 
censorship, so that it can tell the truth 
about the conduct of the war. 

Failure in the east, staggering blows 
in the west, loss of confidence at home. 
These last days of September are 
ominous days for Germany. Her de- 
scending arm is arrested and gripped 
in the east, her upraised arm diverts 
no blow in the west, and at home the 
mind of the people grows anxious and 
cautious. The loss of victory is the 
beginning of doubt.

THE GIANTS’ TARDY TRIUMPH. 

The triumph of the Giants is greater 
than the mere winning of a pennant. 
Everybody knows that all the ma- 
terial honors of the baseball season 
would have been theirs if it had not 
been for the unlucky slump which 
followed their remarkable run of sev- 
enteen straight games early in the 
season, and such slumps in other pur- 
suits than baseball, in all walks of life 
and among all sorts and conditions of 
men, are not to be avoided and often 
are not to be accounted for rationally. 
The slump continued long enough to 
put them out of the championship con- 
test, but they have returned to their 
old form and improved upon it, their 
record of consecutive winnings at the 
present moment being twenty-two 
games. 

This is playing ball, for which the 
Giants were organized. It is playing 
the best kind of ball, and indicates the 
prime physical condition, the strong 
intuitive force, the capacity for think- 
ing somewhat more quickly than the 
proverbial flash and acting quite as 
quickly, which combine to make the 
national game worth while. Cham- 
pionships come and go. The New 
York team has had its fair share of 
them, but it has never been quite the 
team it is in the present hour. The 
expert may be trusted to make com- 
parisons of records and to analyze the 
play. But the important fact is that 
the team is playing as no other set of 
men ever played before, and merely 
for the sake of doing what ‘it set 
out to do as well as it can be done. If 
baseball as a national game_.does not 
serve as an example on that basis, it 
is not worth bothering about. What 
is more, this belated but not unap- 
preciated triumph of the Giants has 
been accomplished without ‘the one 
thing which has always been held to 
be most essential in the game, They 
have good pitchers, but not a Matty 
or a McGinnity in the lot. What they 
have most of all is good management. 
All honor to them and their manager. 


THE POLICE IN THE STRIKE. 

The strike has gravely inconven- 
fenced the people of New York, but 
they have been able to go their ways 
without suffering much more than in- 
convenience. They have been protect- 
ed against violence, and except in a 
few cases that protection has been 
complete. Any one who recalls such 
bloody. .events as the Brooklyn street- 
car strike of 1895, for instance, can 
understand how great has been the 
service rendered by the poiice. In- 
stead of rioting, there have beenslittle 
more: than sporadic attempts at the as- 
sSassination of passengers on elevated 
‘trains and a few quickly repressed at- 
tempts to drag motormen from surface 
cars. The only thing that approached 
a riot was the little insurrection on 
Central Park West, and that was’a 
small affair. compared with those in 
other days. ; 

The police are so often assailed and 
80 seldom commended that the people 
of this city should be all the quicker 
to award them the praise they deserve 
for the efficient protection they have 
given. It is due.to them that nearly 
all the citizens of New York have. been 
able to go about their concerns in 
safety. The violent elements are no 
more peaceably disposed ‘than they 
have been in other: strikes; they sim- 
ply have not been allowed to display 
themselves. No higher tribute could 
be given than the disappointed and 
bitter wall of Boum last Saturday, 
when he denounced the police for their 
successful protection of “this gutter 
army,”' and called upon his sympa- 
thizers to ‘:rid:' New York of this: des-

CAMP OWEN BIERNE. 

It is frequently said that. the non- 
commissioned officers form the back- 
bone of the army. The tribute paid to 
them at El Paso by General BELL in 
naming the camp containing 26,000 
soldiers after Sergeant OwEN B:EBNE 
is well deserved, and it is a sign 
of the changing spirit of the times, 
which affects civilians and _ sol- 
diers alike. Nobody will argue that 
discipline will be endangered or mili- 
tary dignity impaired by this honor- 
able recognition ft the heroism and 
sacrifice of a soldier who bore no com- 
mission. It is a merited honor well be- 
stowed. Sergeant BIERNE. did not fall 
in battle, but he lost his life in the 
performance of his duty. He had 
served his country with distinction for 
thirty years. In a time of war such a 
man could hardly escape advancement, 
and if the rules which now govern the 
army had been in force in his time he 
would have hada fair chance of get- 
ting a commission. 

Civilians generally know little of the 
value of the services of the noncom- 
missioned officers in times of peace, of 
the patient labor and intelligence re- 
quired to advance enlisted men to re- 
sponsible positions, of the strong and 
good influence they exert in maintain- 
ing the spirit of the army. General 
BELL had a happy inspiration, and the 
naming of the El Paso camp will be 
remembered as one of the noteworthy 
incidents of the mobilization.

tasks, small, but not unimportant, that 
custom has intrusted with more or less 
of confidence and hope to boys, now go 
undone or are performed by servitors 
long since busy with other duties. 

Formerly, and not long ago, an ad- 
vertisement for an office boy brcught 
fcrward anywhere from a dozen to a 
hundred eager applicants for the job, 
and the advertiser could exercise his 
taste and judgment in awarding the 
coveted prize. Now the tables are 
turned and Jt is the office boy who does 
the choosing among the eager adver- 
tisers. This state of affairs has its in- 
conveniences for the employers, but, by 
the observer without immediate and di- 
rect personal interest, the phenomenon 
can be viewed with satisfaction as in- 
dicative of general prosperity. 

Seemingly it is due to a combtnation 
of causes, and chief among them are 
two. On the one hand, the need for 
cffice boys has been increased by the 
growth of old activities and the starting 
of new ones, while, on the other hand, 
the bettered condition of many parents 
in the class producing this sort of labor 
has enabled an unusual number of them 
to keep their sons in school instead of 
putting them to work as soon a¥ they 
could get their ‘“papers.’’ Acting 
against the second of these influences, 
however, must be the many strikes, 
some of them involving. the earning 
power of thousands and thousands of 
families, that are a troublesome char- 
acteristic of such times as these, but 
apparently this particular result of the 
stoppage of wages has not yet made it- 
self felt. 

Too often, of late years, the position 
of office boy has been what has come 
tr be called ‘‘a dead-end job,” leading 
ta, nothing. When, or where, it has 
ceased to be an opportunity to “learn 
the business,”’ its labors have degener- 
ated into mere drudgery. The fewer 
candidates‘ there are for such places the 
better for society.

They 
could and would have done it. before had 
they not feared Pendetition by the for- 
eigner. 

It is not that’ we"have hitherto’ lacked 
chemists‘ as competent as. those abroad; 


-it Is simply that wé have not used them 


as much or. chosen as well to develop 
their industrial possibilities. And it is 
not that our chemists have learned.a lot 
since the war began; it is merely that an 
opportunity to. extend. their activities 
has come to them at last. 

But, though the exhibition of the chem- 
ists should not astonish us;> it may well 
excite the gloomiest apprehénsions . in 
Germany and be viewed there with more 
of sorrow than the pushing back of her 
western battle line. The position of that 
line is of no permanent consequence, but 
to lose control of a great industry—that 
is a hurt from which recovery will be 
slow indeed: 


One ‘of our cor- 
respondents expresses 
in All stieved astonishment 
that the use by the 

Essentials. ao iiush on the battle: 
field of great armored cars for the pur- 
pose of taking German trenches—with 
much incidental slaughter of ‘German 
soldiers—has not awakened here the hor- 
ror and indignation that have, been ex- 
cited by some of the innovations in the 
making of war to which the armies of 
the Kaiser -have resorted. 

That the difference is not’ instantly 
and easily seen can only “be explained 
as a result of the curious blindness that 
pacifism produces as a characteristic 
result of its infection. 

The armored cars can be condemned 
only by those by whom all participa- 
tion in war is condemned. This in- 
vention is highly effective tn a military 
way, according to report, but it in- 
flicts on its victims no long and agon= 
izing torture, as did the German gas 
clouds, until the way to guard against 
their lung-destroying poison was dis- 
cevered. There is nothing in the utiliza- 
tion of the new cars that threatens the 
lives of women or children, as did: the 
employnient of submarines to sink mer-~ 
chant ships without warning, and their 
destructive potentialities are exercised, 
not against a civilian population, as are, 
largely, those of the Zeppelin airships, 
but they are directed exclusively against 
military works and their occupants. 
There is in these machines no danger for 
ancient cathedrals or other monuments 
of architecture. 

They are, in short, weapons from 
every point of view, except that of the 
pacifists, entirely legitimate, and, though 
there has been a rumor that Germany 
intended to protest at The Hagte 
against their use, even Germgn naiveté 
could hardly go to’the length of doing 
anything so absurd as that. 
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IN MR. WILSON’S STATE.

People Who Know His Record Re- 
sent Misrepresentations. 


Newark, Sept. 25, 1916. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A Jersey man, with knowledge of the 
political évents in the State within the 
last few years, and of the part taken 
by President Wilson in them, wishes 
that the whole country might know the 
great service rendered by’ him. . The 
hatred of the politicians ‘for President 
Wilson is very marked and not easily 
understood. It is very creditable to 
him. It'reminds one of the hatred of 
the politicians for President Cleveland 
and their abuse of him. The very men 
who are praising Grover Cleveland now 
were abusing him when he was trying 
to set right some ancient and strongly 
intrenched wrongs. 

The writer of this letter is not in 
political life or connected with public 
affairs in any way whatever, and writes 
simply because he feels that much 
which is said in reproach of President 
Wilson is wholly undeserved and calls 
for the resentment of all honest men. 
He has made his mistakes, as every one 
does who makes anything. He is an 
idealist and so somewhat ahead of the 
majority of us, but he probably leads 
the way the nation is going, with as 
few errors as are likely to be associated 
with such leadership. 

The men going about the country 
criticising, him and saying what they 
would have done if they had been in 
his place are engaged in rather smaWN 
business, and the people ought not tu 
be deceived by them. Making full ac<« 
count of his mistakes and what his 
political enemies call his vacillation, he 
has been a great public servant. 

New Jersey politicians who have ruled 
the political affairs of the State have 
not been men worthy of very great 
respect. Out of both political parties, 
they have worked together to carry out 
their selfish schemes. It has been diffi. 
cult in elections to know for what 
principles and policies.a man was voting. 
While we have known in elections for 
whom we are voting, we have net 
known for what we were voting. There 
have been often pretty well defined 
divisions. of the spoils to whichever 
party was successful, one getting State 
patronage, the other that of the county 
or city. Into the -political life of the 
State President Wilson came, and with 
great courage upset the machines. They 
are apparently getting. into running 
order again, but his was a very great 
service to the State. Any one who 
accuses him of lack of independence, 
of playing -with politics, of vacillation, 
or of anything of the kind, ought to 
know what he did to clear up things 
here in New Jersey. He may be de- 
feated in the present campaign, for a 
good many unworthy combinations are 
being made against him, even by women, 
who ought to keep. the suffrage question 
out of party politics, as they may find 
later on, but President Wilson ought 
not to suffer defeat because of the mis- 
representation and petty nagging and 
abuse which are marking the campaign 
against him.

its Republican Government incalculable 
help during this war. Leaving the men 
at the front out of the question, ‘its 
Marquises, Countesses, Baronesses, to 
say nothing of its Duchesses and 
Princesses, are working like slaves, and 
““ Republican France "’ is not only grate- 
ful for their services, but calls upon 
them at every turn. Even in Republican 
France historic names have tremendous 
weight. and many~a Princess in Russia 
is not of half the importance to her 
country today that Countess d'Hausson- 
ville (born Broglie,) is to® Republican 
France. Nor would it be. possible for 
Mme: Carnot or Mme. Perouse to work 
harder. Nor has Republican France as 
yet branded any: of these ladies of the 
noblesse as liars. 

Dr, Klebs agks me why I aia not 
seek to. tal with -such eminent 
tubercular uthorities as Professors 
Landouzy, Woucharé, &c., ignoring my 
statement that I had talked with one 
of the eminent medical authorities con- 
nected with. the Comité Central d’ Assist- 
ance aux Militaire Tuberculeux, that he 
had confirmed all J had heard a few 
days before, and in the most positive 
manner. In the mind of the Government 
of France there is no doubt whatever 
that the.prisoners are being deliberately 
infected. It must be remembered that 
from the beginning of this war the Ger- 
mans, or, let us say, the Prussians, con- 
trary to modern: ethics, have waged 
deliberate war upon civilians. Whether 
their motive has been merely to 
terrorize or not, the fact remains, and 
thousands of women and children and 
maie noncombatants have paid the high 
price of their experiment. But any one 
who has pondered upon the belated 
meédiaevalism in the Teutonic mind 
must guess that with the curious 
cunning foresight they undoybtedly 
possess, but which so constantly reacts 
upon itself,- they have quite another 
object in mind, namely to decimate their 
enemy by every means possible. It is 
for this reason that they do not merely 
poison their prisoners, as Dr. Klebs 
cheerfully intimates they so easily could 
do, but inoculate them with the virus of 
tuberculosis and still more awful dis- 
eases and send them home to spread the 
plague in air-tight villages. 

Dr. Klebs cites in refutation his per- 
sonal visit to two prison camps in Ger- 
many, evidently forgetting the statement 
in the Sunday dispatch to THB TIMEs 
that visitors are taken only into show 
camps. Does he really think Germany 
is such a fool as to reveal the depths 
of her iniquity? As‘to the invariability 
of tuberculosis in prison camps; in Ger- 
many, of all countries in the world, 
such an act of carelessness would 
amount to a deliberate crime, as before 
the war no country had made such a 
successful fight against the disease as 
she. No one knew the imperativeness 
of isolation and carried it out more 
rigidly than she, There was no move 
in the whole game with this enemy that 
she did not know a long sight better 
than she has.ever been able to guess ihe 
next move of the French or British 
commanders in the field. If the healthy 
French prisoners had been given the 
benefit of enlightened modern science 
their general health average would be 
as high as that of the German prisoners 
in France and England. 

Yesterday I met a Frenchman who is 
here on business for the French Govern- 
ment, and this subject naturally came 
up. ‘Oh, of course, we have known 
that for a long time,”’ he said, in that 
matter-of-fact manner which sits like 
a uniform upon the French since they 
have settled down to the business of 
war. ‘‘It is terrible for those who are 
hopelessly diseased,"” he might have 
added, as others did to whom I talked 
in France, ‘‘ but we shall defeat their 
ultimate object. The French are hav- 
ing drilled into them the necessity for 
fresh air in their dwellings; and in every 
town and _ village of France instruction 
is being given in the various methods 
for combating the disease.” 

The Prussians will do worse than this. 
They lost the war at the Battle of the 

arne, according to their own Bern- 
bardi. When they plunge to final de- 
feat they will try to drag the world 
down With them.

Let the Greek people under- 
stand that in Venizelos they. possess a man 
such ag is seldom born, a man who wants 
to make a great Greece and knows, how to 
do it. .Let them trust their déstinies to 
‘him. Such a man, helped by: péople with 
patriotism and dash such. as the. Greeks 
possess, is in a position to accomplish won- 
ders. And ‘let us hope that what is hap- 
pening now in Greece is the beginning of 
a new, prosperous, and glorious era.

LEAGUE PENNANT RACES. 


Dodgers Hope to Take Advantage of 
Phillies’ Idleness Today. 


There was little cessation of vigilance 
for Brooklyn fans, although the Robins 
defeated the Cubs at Ebbets Field yes- 
terday, for the Phillies kept apace with 
the league leaders by batting out a 
ninth-inning victory over the Cincin- 
nati Reds. There is absolutely no Sif- 
ference in the standing of the two teams 
this morning from that of yesterday, ex- 
cept that each added. three points to its 
percentage total on’ the winning side. 
Boston, by twice scoring over the much- 
beflogged Pirates, drew another half 
game toward the top of the heap, but is 
still. three games and a _ haf’ behind 
Brooklyn and two and a half behing the 
Phillies. . 

Brooklyn's chance to gain a little 
ground in the pennant chase will come 
this afternoon, when they again play 
Chicago, while the Phillies are idle, 
resting up preparatory to making what 
may prove their pennant-winning inva- 
sion of Ebbets Field tomorrow. 

The National League situation has be- 
comé so intense that every fan kas fol- 
lowed the. figures.to unravel a possible 
winner from them. There are probably 
as many opinions as fans. However, 
according to performances of the last 
Week, one is led to believe that Philadel- 
phia will come out on top when the sea- 
son ends. The Phillies have been travel- 
ing at a .900 gait for four days, while 
Brooklyn's. percentage’ has been little 
better than 400 since last Saturday. 

When the two leading teams clash at 
Ebbets Field tomorrow in a three-game 
series, Brooklyn \will have a .ane-game 
advantage“in its contests with the Phil- 
lies. - Ninetéen times this season the two 
teams haye met, and in ten games 
Brooklyn won: By a victory over Chi- 
cago today Brooklyn can put itself in a 
position to maintain the lead even 
though it loses two out of three games 
with Philadelphia.

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BUT TIMELY HITS 


League Leaders Use Their Half- 
Dozen Bingles So Wisely 
That Cubs Are Beaten. 


Old reliable Jeff Pfeffer was intrusted 
with the task of subduing the ferocious 
Cubs yesterday in Brooklyn’s pennant 
march,” and as a result Robbie’s men 
kept‘on toward-the flag by brushing the 
visitors aside with a 4-to-1 score. 
Played in perfect weather, without even 
the touch of Autumn in the air, the en- 
counter Was as peaceful’as ahy contest 
in which thé aggressive Bruins are. en- 
gaged could be, and ‘was. in. marked 
contrast to the two double-headers on 
the two previous days, where the bit- 
terness of the strife wag apparent in 
néarly every: ball pitched. 

The reason seemed to come to. the sur- 


face in the fact that the followers of ' 


Joe Tinker had fought themselves’ to a 
standstill in trying to check the ‘yic- 
torious Dodgers, and, under the influ- 
ence of the soothing atmosphere, were 
willing to play the game of baseball in 
a peaceful manner. There were a few 
exceptions. to this. rule, one of these 
working to the advantage of the Robins. 

It appeared that the only wild man on 
the grounds was McConnell, who was 
sent in by Tinker to oppose Pfeffer. 
He was erratic to the extent of aiming 
to distant parts of the field: while the 
Brooklyn men were at bat, so that the 
Dodgers got started on some of their 
runs by the walking or hit-by-pitcher 
route. There was so little for the fans 
to be enthusiastic about at one stage 
of the game that they began a fusillade 
of raillery with the players on the bench, 
Knabe of the Cubs and O’Mara of the 
Dodgers were so prolific in repartee 
that they were banished to the club- 
house ‘by the umpire. 

Pfeffer’s peaceful progress was se- 
riously disturbed only in the fifth inning, 
when, with the bases full and only one 
man out, the fans feared. disaster, as 
the score was a tie at the time with 
one run each. Pfeffer was supreme 
in this crisis, and, in fact, helped to 
load up the bags by deliberately passing 
Williams; after Flack and Mann had 
singled and Saier had advanced them 
with a sacrifice. It was the only time 
during the fray that Big Jeff set him- 
self to the serious task of striking out 
the opposition, and the gallery yelled 
and stamped as he sent ball after ball 
over the corner of the plate, retiring 
Wilson and Yerkes without giving them 
the semblance of a chance to meet the 
ball fairly. 

It was Ih this essential of control that 
Robbie’s master pitcher had the advan- 
tage of McConnell, for he was touched 
up for seven hits, while the Dodgers 
collected only six: safeties. The _su- 
periority of the home offensive was 
demonstrated by the fact that, aided by 
the free gifts of Young McConnell, they 
were able to convert the sparse allow- 
ance of safeties into enough runs to 
assure victory by the end of the sixth 
frame. There were confidence and ef- 
fectiveness, too, in-the demeanor of the 
Dodgers in the field that instilled simi- 
lar confidence in the onlookers. After 
a safe lead had been gained at the end 
of the sixth, all eyes were turned to the 
scoreboard to watch the progress of the 
battle between the Reds and the threat- 
ening Phillies. There was a wild shout 
when Matty’s men went ahead of the 
Moran aggregation, but only a deep- 
drawn sigh from all quarters of the 
stand when the final score showed that 
the Phillies had won, keeping their place 
only a game behind the leaders. 

There was little chance for spectacular 
work in the field, but the Dodgers 
seemed to have-profited by their undue 
haste in recent games, and handled 
chances deliberately and etticiontiy.

It seems to me, in studying the figures 
of the three leading clubs of each league 
player for player, that there is a decline 
in the individual Ability and efficiency 
of outfielders that finds no explanation. 
It appears that the older and better 
ones are gradually sliding backward, 
and that the new men are not up to the 
established standards. The game ap- 
pears to be going forward in other lines, 
but the outfielders are not developing 
rapidly. A glance down the batting 
averages will show what I mean more 
clearly than anything else. Take five 
men out of the two major leagues, and 
the remainder of the outfieiders. will 
be scarcely up to big league possibilities. 

A decaae or two ago, we supposed that 
an outfielder ought to be citose to a 
.wu0 hitter to earn his pay, and now 
we find a dozen of them down below the 
.250 mark, 

Among the right fielders, as we com- 
pare them, we find some odd things. 
We discover, to our sorrow, that the 
best ones are giving way to time: Sam 
Crawford, that portly, middle-aged 
gentleman who has honored the game 
by his presence and driven many young 
pitchers to drink and the bushes again, 
no longer is the terror he was to Ameri- 
can League boxmen. One would imagine 
that we would have to figure Sam as 
having slipped “'way back, and so 
calculate upon his work in the world’s 
series. Don't do it, friends! “Don’t do 
it! The truth is that Sammy is not as 
effective as he once was against Améri- 
can League pitchers. This is partly be- 
cause he is slipping back a little; and 
more largely because the American 
League twirlers are losing some of their 
awe of him. Do not imagine, however, 
that the National League pitchers will 
have anything on Samivel. Besides 
that, Sam has rounded into shape very 
slowly, and he is just getting: good, and, 
if he is lucky enough to smash into the 
world’s series, he ought to be in mid- 
season form about Oct. 6. 


Hooper Outranks His Rivals. 


The best of them all is Harry Hooper. 
This fellow never has been a highly 
press-agented player. He is quiet, effi- 
cient, and a great ball player who does 
his work with such a lack of showiness 
that it is only noticeable in the final 
figures. He is not a great hitter, but 
he is there in the pinch. He is one of 
the quiet, thinking, determined fellows 
who do the right things in the right 
spots. Last Fall he cut loose and did 
a little of the sensational, and became 
co-hero with Duff Lewis. These two 
split the star stuff. He is going just as 
steadily this year as ever before. He 
hits good pitching well and poor pitching 
hard. 

Chicago would. present an assortment 
of right fielders—none of them very 
efficient. Rowland probably would use 
one against one team, one against an- 
other, and switch as the left and right- 
handed pitchers change. Shano Collins 
is a slashing, swinging hitter, wlio hits 
poor pitching with terrific effect and 
good pitching not at all. he switch 
vould be to Fournier, and it is a problem 
in my mind as to whether the big 
Frenchman would not be a better man 
in such a series, Fournier is a whale 
of a hitter and a fair ball player if tet 
alone. Opposing teams have discovered 
that they can throw him into the air and 
make him forget whether he is playing 
ball or pinochle. They have made a 
bad ball player of him at times by 
tantalizing him. In a-world’s series, no 
such tactics aré usually tolerated, and 
it might be that he would be a world 
beater. Collins would not be likely to 
do much in sucha series, especially 
against Philadelphia. 

he National League right fielders do 
not appear to be of any sensational 
class.” Stengel, despite his tendency to- 
ward uncertainty, is the best of the lot 
and the-.most effective, Cravath has 
this season ceased to be the hero that 
he was last year. Gavvy never was a 
great ball player, but he is a long driv~ 
ing hitter and a dangerous one, es- 
pecially on his own band-box ground, 
where the fences are near. The Red 
Sox pitchers were tipped last year 
as to how to work on him, and they un- 
covered batting weaknesses that the 
National League pitchers either did not 
know or lacked the stuff to attack. 
They stopped him. He would not. be 
much more effective against the Red 
Sox than he was‘last year, but he cer- 
tainly looks. good as revealed against 
either the jhite» Sox or , Detroit 
pitchers. ; 


Braves Weak in This Spot. 


Wilhoit, should the Braves get into the 
big money, would. not. be a big factor 
at all nor would Connolly. Stallings's 
outfield material does not appear dan- 
gerous at any ‘part of the game. Wil- 
hoit cannot hit enough to do. much 
damage, even allowing for the natural 
defteit in batting. under the Stallings’s 
system of playing the:game. 

Beyond Hooper, who is classy, arene 
and, at times, brilliant, and Crawford, 
‘who-has gone back, ‘there is little class 
to the right fielders, and nothing sen- 
sational may be expected from them to 
turn the tide of a series, é difference 
2 be r strength between them is not 
sufficient to affect.the final outcome 
materially. , 

Tomorrow we. will take up the first 
basemen, and, by that time, we hope 
that one or more: of the six‘teams will 
be eliminated so that we can make a 
closer: study of players.
